ON A SERIOUS CHARGE. 


Two Men Arrested on the Charge of Stealing a 


Watch From Matt Farrell. 


H. J. Cordell and Robert Wilkinson 


were arrested on Saturday afternoon 
on the charge of larceny from the per- 
son, it being claimed that they had 
stolen a watch from Matt Farrell 
while in his company pretending to be 
his friend. 


Wilkinson was taken before Justice 


Cooper on Monday and pleaded guilty 
to the charge and was bound over to 
the circuit court, but Cordell engaged 
counsel and pleaded not guilty. 
When 


his case came up for trial in the after- 
noon District Attorney Brazeau asked 
for an adjournment untill Saturday, 
which was granted by the justice. 


The story of the affair is to the ef- 


fect that the two men were in Lutz's 
saloon on the east side with Mr. Far- 
rell, and durinsr the time'they were 
quite friendly with him, so much so 
as to excite the curiosity of Mr. Lutz, 
who kept an ej-e on them. 
A little 


later Wilkinson and Cordell left the 
saloon, and as Mr. Lutz had seen ac- 
tions that made him believe that they 
had stolen 
Mr. Farrell's watch, he 


asked that gentleman what time it 
was. 
The old man was surprised to 


find his timepiece missing, and Mr. 
Lutz immediately started out and fol- 
lowed the two men to the west side 
where he met Officer Gibson and turn- 
ed the case over to him. 


Mr. Gibson found Wilkinson in a 


store attempting to sell the watch, 
and when accosted on the subject he 
admitted at once that the timepiece 
was not his, but said it belonged to 
Cordell, 
and that Cordell had his 


watch. Later when brought 
before 


the justice he admitted his guilt and 
expressed himself as being ready and 
anxious to plead guilty to the charge 
at once before the circuit judge. Wil- 
kinson is said to be a stranger in »he 
city, but Cordeil has been here for 
some time, being- engaged in taking 
orders for crayon pictures. 


The offense for which the men were 


arrested is a serious one if the judge 
sees fit to make it so, the penalty be- 
ing as high as seven years in the" pen- 
itentiary, or a fine up to 5200.

in paper making Wisconsin ranks 


third in the list of states, the produc- 
tion of New York and Maine alone 
being greater. This production \\iii 
be materially increased duriny 
the 


next, year, as a number of la rye mills 
are nearing completion. In addition 
to the enormous plant heie, the new 
mill at Rhinehmder also will be in 
operation this tall and pUns have 
been made to utilize the iaiineni-p 
power uf the Chippewa river at Jim's 
Falls. It a!-o is claimed that a ne\v 
mill will be built on the Wisconsin 
river at Mo-inee. The segregation 01 
this indu-tiy at all water ji'i-.ver points 


is in good demand and, iu years to 
come, western Canada must be the 
base of supply for the spruce wood ot 
the Wisconsin mills. The importance 
yf this iii'juslry to labor can not be 
understated. Thousands of men tind 
employment in the work of cutting 
spruce and in bringing it to transpor- 
tation. The supply of hemlock for 
sulphite is, of course, inexhaustible, 
and 
as spruce grows scarcer, this 


material will come more into use.

city.

the case. 
The good book says "judge 


not, lest ye be judged," and it has been 
the writers experience that the man 
who is most likely to condemn anoth- 
er is often, the one most needing con- 
demnation. 


Three years ago our'people were al- 


most universal in their cry for new 
factories and industries, being firm in 
their belief that the town was going 
to the demnition bowwows if some- 
thing did not turn up mighty sudden. 
They were also unanimous in their 
CO- for "small factories" not large 
industries like paper mills and the 
like that would give employment to so 
few, etc, etc.

It is now proposed by some of our

be in a 


position where they will be independ- 
ent, so that if another industry at- 
tempts to locate here they can give a 
site to the proposition if necessary, or 
sell it at a price that will put it with- 
in the reach of any person who means 
business. 


This is a good scheme, and while it 


should not be necessary, it is evidence 
that they appreciate the fact that the 
time is ripe for a movement that will 
preyent a repetition of what lias oc- 
curred in the past. 
Sitting about on 


the corners telling of the natural ad- 
vantages of the place and predicting 
what the population will be ten years 
hence is all right for a certain clas& 
of people who would never do any- 
thing else for the place anyway, but it

At 7 o'clock one 


morning the prince, having shaved his

quietly walked oijjt of the prison, carry- 
ing a bookshelf 'over his shoulder to 
complete his disguise, lie was taken 
to be one of the painters then at work 
In the prison and was passed by sev- 
eral persons. A carriage was waiting 
in the neighborhood, arid by 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon he was at Valenciennes, 
where he took a train to Brussels, 
and he arrived in London two days 
later. 
Meanwhile in the prison Dr. 


Conneau, the prince's physician, had 
placed a dummy in the prince's bed and 
told the governor that the prince was 
confined to his room by illness. 
This 


satisfied the governor until 7 o'clock in 
the evening, when he insisted on seeing 
the prince and discovered the fraud. 
By this time, of course, the prince was 
over the frontier. 
Dr. Connoau got off 


with three months of prison. 
Within 


thirty-one months Prince Napoleon was 
the first president of a French republic, 
supplanting King Louis Philippe, who 
had abdicated.

buyer and told how, instead of work- 
ing against each other, they worked 
together, to their mutual benefit. 


Secretary Fitch then read the esti- 


mate of the crop for this year as com- 
plied by the crop estimating commit- 
tee. The Wisconsin crop this year is 
estimated at 101.000 bushels, or about 
34,000 bushels less than last year. 
Mr. Fitch also read a communication 
from 
Mr. Turner Brakely of New 


Jersey, eulogising the weather man 
and telling of his struggles against 
the elements. 


The discussion of rates for harvest- 


ing was then taken up and discussed 
at some length. 
A. C. Bennett said 


that the best way was to pay what you 
had a mind to, but Judge Guvnor ex- 
plained the injustice that might be 
done by this haphazzarcl way of doing 
business, and in the cud it was de- 
cided to pay 40 cents per bushel for 
pickers, with a bonus of ten cents a 
bushel for those who remained the 
entire season, and Si.50 per day and 
board for rakers. 


Prof. 
Wilson 
of the Milwaukee 


weather bureau then spoke on the 
subject of frosts and gave a most in- 
teresting talk, indeed. Mr. 
Wilson 


preceded his scientific remarks by the 
statement that the ice man wanted 
cold weather during January that he 
might secure his stock of ice, and hot 
weather during July and August that 
he might sell it. That the coal man 
wanted cold weather the entire year 
round; that the housekeeper wanted 
clear weather on Monday that she 
might get her washing done, while 
the farmer wanted it to 
rain only 


nights and Sundays. 
He then went 


into quite an exhaustive discussion of 
frosts, their cause, and how to fortell 
their coming. 
His talk was all in- 


teresting, comprehensive, and should 
prove of benefit to every cranberry 
man who listened to it. He also stat- 
ed that the weather bureau hoped to 
be able to forecast the frosts on the 
marshes with certainty in the near 
future. 


Prof. Sandsten of the University- of 


Wisconsin then addressed the assem- 
blage on the subject of the blossom 
blight. The 
professor 
has 
been 


studj-ingthe cranberry but a short 
time and could not speak as exhaus- 
tively on the subject as he would be 
able to later on. He stated, however, 
that the blossom blight was a bacter- 
ial disease, arid said also that it was 
probable that many of the 
blossoms 


that failed to produce fruit did so in 
the natural course of events, as iia- 
tvire always 
produced 
many more 


blossoms than matured 
into fruit. 


The professor had recently completed 
a trip thru the New Jersey and Cape 
Cod marshes, where, he stated, the 
cultivation of the berry was carried 
to a much higher state than here. 
He 


said the 
Wisconsin 
grower should 


cultivate less extensively and more 
intensively, meaning that our growers 
generally pay more attention 
to 
the 


number of acres they have in yines 
than the number of berries they get 
to the acre. 


Mr. Hoskin, of theH.P. Stanlay 


company of Chicago, was called on 
and gave a short talk from the buyers 
standpoint. He explained how con- 
fidence between the grower and buyer 
would cheapen the cost of handling 
and add to the profits of the grower. 
He also stated that in his opinion two 
grades were all that was necessary in 
the sorting 01 cranberries. 


Mr. Pej-cke also gave an interesting 


talk from the dealers point of view. 
He said he could hardly suggest any 
improvement to the Wisconsin grow- 
ers, as they had things much their 
own -way now. He said that things 
had greatly improved in his 
time, 


that is in the manner of sorting and 
packing, so that the Wisconsin berries 
now reach the consumer in about as 
good condition as could be hoped for. 
He stated that after the pie berries 
and jumbos had been taken out of the 
berries they could as well as not all go 
into one grade. 


Mr. Chancy was then called upon 


for some remarks along the same line 
and stated that 
if the 
expense of 


watching the grower could be dispens- 
ed with it would mean added 
profits 


for the grower, as they could be hand- 
led with less margin for the commiss- 
ion man. 
He also stated that 
after 


the pie and jumbo berries had been 
sorted out the remainder of the crop 
could as well go into one grade and 
save confusion by a multiplicity of 
sizes. He also stated that Wisconsin 
berries that he had shipped to Cali- 
fornia had arrived in excellent condi- 
tion and had given general satisfact- 
ion. 


Mr. Kobel also spoke from the deal- 


er's viewpoint. He said that Wiscon- 
sin berries had 
proven 
better 
in 


quality than the eastern berries. 
His 


experience had been largely with Cape 
Cod berries where no grading is done. 
He also recommended two grades the 
same as the others. 


Mr. Coyne of Chicago also address- 


ed a very few remarks to the assem- 
blage. 
It was his first visit to the 


Wisconsin cranberry marshes but he 
expected to do some buying for his 
firm in this vicinity later in the season. 


Mr. Fitch spoke on the matter of an 


exhibit of cranberries at the Louisi- 
anna Purchase exposition next year, 
and stated that it was probable that 
the state would maintain an exhibit 
in the shape of a marsh with the 
growing berries and all the conditions 
that surround them. 


Judge Gaynor spoke to the commiss- 


ion men on the subject of price. 
He 


stated that the price at which berries 
were put on the market should be high 
enough so that they would not all be 
sold early in the season and also low 
enough 
so that a 
large qua iitity 


would not be carried over until late 
the following spring. 


Mr. Bennett made a motion that the 


ladies be extended a vote of thanks 
for the excellent dinner they had pre- 
pared for the occasion, which 
was 


seconded and carried unanimously. 


Mr. Carlylsc, horticultural editor of 


the Chicago Packer, then gave a very 
interesting and humorous talk. Mr. 
Carlylsc stated that he came from a 
state that was noted for its beautiful 
women, fine horses and good whiskey. 
He said that Wisconsin had the beau- 
tiful women and fine horses the same 
as his native state, but that up to date 
he had been disappointed in the whis- 


kt'.y. He also told of his arrival 'at. 
Cranmoor and his di>>appointn>ent at 
not finding a city there that came up 
to his expectations. Altogether his 
talk was very interesting and eujoved 
by all. 


At the conclusion of his remarks the 


meeting adjourned. Everybody fe)t 
that the meeting had been a success. 
The attendance exceeded that of any 
similar occasion by fully two hundre 1 
people, and the addresses were both 
interesting and instructive. 


Something that attracted a great i 


deal of attention from those that are j 
familiar with the cranberry business 
was the Gaviior Grader, which was 
invented and perfected 
by James 


Gayiior. Cranberry men who have 
seen the machine in practical operation 
say it is the best thing of the kind that 
has been put upon the market. 


Many persons visited the marshes 


in the neighborhood and saw the cran- 
berries as they grow for market, the 
methods of handling water and other 
things that 
are a mystery- to the 


uninitiated.
